"  lit  the  niiJft  of  thefe  funeral  prepa- 
rations, fugitive  but  lincere  teftimonies 
of  the  public  affliction,  I  am  come  to re- 
call to  yen  a  name  .vi:i<  h  is  dear  to  you 
all,  =  nd  which  biltory  Iris  already  ic- 
corded.  Three  days  have  been  elapfed 
fince  you  have  loll  Kleber,  Genera!  in 
Chief'  or  the  army  of  the  Kail.  This 
man,  whom  death  has  lb  often  refpected 
in  b  u;K^,  the  renown  of  which  has  been 
echoed  on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  the 
Jordan  and  the  Nile, — has  perilhed,  de- 
fci.celcfs,  under  the  blows  of  an  affalhn. 

"  When  you  Hull  hereafter  call  your 
e\  el  on  this  fpot,  and  thofe  ruins,  which 
niuft  long  attett  the  ravages  of  a  terrible 
hut  neceffary  war,  vou  will  mark  that  in- 
foiated  hbttfe,  in  which,  lor  two  whole 
days,  a  hundred  Frenchmen  withftood 
the  efforts  of  a  revolted  capital  of  the 
Mamelukes  and  the  Ottomans  ;  your  at 
ttrttion  will  irrefiftibty  be  drawn  to  that 
fatal  place,  where  the  poignard  ended  the 
days  of  the  conquerer  of  Maeftrirh,  and 
oi  H«liopoii6.

It  is  reported,  and  believed  that  the  ob- 
ject of  Mr  Thomas  Cooper's  late  journey 
to  New-York,  was  to  profecu«e  Alexan- 
der il  miilton  for  his  highly  feditious  and 
incendiary  libel  againft  the  Prcfldent  of 
the  Lf.  States.  If  the  fact  is  true  and  we 
have  reafon  to  believe  that  it  is,  we  hope 
that  Mr.  Cooper  will  have  fucceeded  in 
inltituting  or  at  lealt  in  organizing  a. pro- 
fecution agairtft  the  libeller.  The  Sedi- 
tion Law  will  then,  like  Phalaris's  Bull, 
become  the  inltrument  of  the  punithment 
of  its  invctors  ;  and  we  fliall  fee  the  fi- 
gure which  Mr.  Hamilton  will  make  in 
the  poiture  of  a  culprit  at  the  bar  of  his 
injured  country.  H?,  of  all  others,  has 
tiie  lead  reafon  to  complain  of  this  pro- 
ceeding, he  who  with  unbounded  ragepro- 
fecuted  the  unfortunate  Frothingham  for 
having  written  a  libel  againft  himfelf,  and 
who  not  fatisfied  with  the  verdict  of  the 
jury,  which  to  a  man  of  humanity  would 
have  been  a  fufficient  triumph,  had  the 
inhumanity  to  i'uffer  the  poor  helpiefs 
man  to  be  torn  from  the  bofom  of  bis  wife 
and  children  ,  and  confined  for  feveral 
months  in  a  loathfome  goal,  when  a  Angle 
word  from  the  mouth  of  his  relentlefs  pro- 
fecntor  would  have  releafed  him.

!"N\  York  but  we  fear  not  with  the  faiDe 
iuccefs.  \  , 

No  doubt  the  great  intereft  which  the 
culprit  lias  with  certain  perfons,  will  un- 
der the  profecutio'i  of  itr.  Hamilton,  ra- 
ther be  an  uphill  work,  be  it  undertake* 
by  whom  it  may.  Someof  ihepriuter'ede- 
vils  might  perliaps  be  offered  as  zpropiti. 
atvty  iactgice.  they  .are  the  ignoble  vul- 
»us.  and  then  they  might  cry  out  that 
jullice  was  dealt  out  equally  to  all.  But 
tha?  is  not  the  object,  Hamilton  mutt  be 
profcuted,  convicted  and  puniflied,  or  elfe 
tiie  world  will  be  convinced  that  the  fedi- 
tion  law  was  merely  intended  to  protect 
the pretidentof  a  party,  and  that  it  has  no 
force  to  protect  the  president  of  tie  U. 
Siates.  It  is  known  that  feveral  of  the  p;o- 
fecutions  under  theffeditiun  iaw,have  been 
ordered  by  the  executive  authority  the 
prefideUt  must  therefore  order  Alexander 
Hamilton  to  be  profecuted.  The  dittrict 
attorney  is  bound  to  p:ofecute  him  in  of- 
fice. If  they  do  not  do  their  duty  refpect- 
lively,  the  world  will  draw  their  own  in- 
ferences. 

At  the  fame  time  the  republicans  mutt 
not  wait  for  the  tardy  iuterfereance  of  au- 
thority. Any  independant  man  may  com- 
mence a  profecution  and  carry  it  on  with 
effect — the  temple  of  jullice  i3  or  ought 
to  be  open  to  every  one.

The  manner  in  which  you  have  been 
("elected  and  tailed  to  your  prefent  office, 
as  well  as  the  ttnor  of  your  oath,  mutt 
convince  every  r  fleeting  mind  of  the 
importance  of  the  truft  now  repofed  in 
you,  as  the  Grand  Jurors  of  this  difttict. 

You  are  called  upon  in  the  moll  folemn 
manner,  before  (rod  and  our  Country,  to 
diligently  and  impartially  inquire  into 
the  tranfgrefiions  of  our  fellow  citizens 
againtt  the  laws  of  the  American  govern- 
ment, and  to  prefent  all  offences,  with- 
out regard  to  favor,  affection  or  partiali- 
ty, which  may  come  to  your  knowledge, 
and  been  committed  in  violation  thereof. 

The  confpicuous  part  which  you  are  to 
act  for  the  detection  of  offences,  requires 
great  care  and  attention,  in  order  to  bi  ing 
culprits  to  legal  punilhment.  The  good 
of  iociety  greatly  depends  upon  your  ex- 
ertions. 

An  examination  into  all  the  penal  law? 
which  have  been  enacted  by  copgrefs,  h 
which  are  applicable  to  this  dilh  ict,  is 
your  particular  province.  Examine 
them  with  care  and  attention,  that  yon 
may  be  able  to  make  a  proper  applica- 
tion of  the  laws  to  the  ^reat  variety  of 
objects  which  they  engrofs. 

It  would  be  a  vain  and  fruitlefs  object 
to  form  a  government — it  would  be  a 
vain  and  fruitlefs  attempt  for  a  man  to 
exert  his  talents  in  making  laws  to  regu- 
late government,  if  meafures  were  not, 
it  the  fame  time,  adopted  to  punifh  thofe 
who  fhould  be  fo  hardy  as  to  infringe  up- 
on thefe  regulations. 

The  duties  of -your  office,  gentlemen, 


ifl  arduous  and  painful  ;  yet  I  tnift  you 
v  ill  tJifchar^e  it  faithfully  and  promptly, 
when  you  reHed  upon  its  great  impor- 
tance. Your  afliftanee  is  always  tie*  tfia- 
rv  to  punifli  every  tranfgrcliion  whicl 
affeQ,  either  the  liberty  or  the  life  of  a 

follow  citizen. 

It  is  <  our  diitv  to  lay  a  foundation  for 
profecuVmg  and  punifliing  the  guilty. 

It  is  vour  dtitv  to  (hield  the  innocent 
from  opprefftvc  and  unjuft  profecution, 

You  are  placed  a*  a  ltrong  barrier  be- 
tween the  fupreme  power  ofM.be  gov 
ernmeutand  the  citizen  ;  and  at  tiie  mo 
ment  that  yo»r  aid  is  offered  to  fuppori 
^  government,  you  are  crjunlly  bound  t- 
pieferve  the  rigbtt  of  our  fellow  citi- 
zens. 

Having  provnifed  -thus  much  relative 
to  the  truft  repofed  in  yon,  1  (hull  now 
rectueft  your  attention,  gentlemen,  to  a 
minute  examination  of  the  penal  Lias  01 

tli-  gefieral  government, 

Some  of  the  laws  have  been  enacted 
for   compelling   ooedience — others  for 
performing  certain  political  duties  ■  ■ 
tranfgreffion,  in  either  cafe,  is  always 
injurious  to  fociety. 

If  we  tranfgrefs  -i^.tinfl  tlnfe  law? 
which  require  obedience,  it  tends  to  a 
fuhverfion  of  governmi  nt. 

If  we  tranfoj'-efs  againlt  tbofe  law* 
Which  require  the  performance  of  politi- 
cal duties,  as  relating  to  revenue,  it  al 
fo  proves  injurious,  as  thereby  it  deprives 
government  of  i t k  refourccs,  and  iticreaf- 
es  the  burthen  upon  the  honfeft  part  of 
the  community,  wbilft  the  offenders  are 
revelling  upon  the  advantages  procured 
by  their  iniquity. 

I  hope  the  foregoing  obfervations  will 
excite  you  at  this  time  to  a  diligent  and 
candid  enquiry  respecting  breaches  of 
the  penal  laws,  that  the  guilty  ni ay  be 
brought  to  exemplary  punifliment,  and 
Infer  the  penalties  inflicted  by  law, 
igreeably  to  the  nature  of  the  crime 
Com,nvitted. 

Upon  vour  retirement  I  recommend 
to  your  ferious  cohfideration  the  laws, 
a  >ablv  to  a  lid  with  which  you  fliall 
be  ftirniOied. 

Should  you  mik?  a  p-cfentment,  be 
careful  to  ex  a  nine  and  fee  that  your 
proceed:^rc  are  in  cor  forrrtitv  to  the  law 
Which  authorises  the  profecution. 

If  anv  of  the  laws  are  filent  to  the 
time  in  which  a  profecution  ought  to 
I  commence,  you  are  then  to  take  for  vuir 
g  dde  the  23-!  feet  ion  of  the  '<  act  for  pu- 
nifliing certain  crimes  agaiiu'l  the  United 
States." 

Ir  is  probable  foffie  indiiftrr.ents  will  be 
preferred -to  you  by  Mr.  Attorney — your 
return  upon  them  will  he,  a  true  bill,  or, 
not  a  true  bill — according  to  the  evi 
dencc-  fubmittedto  you.
